HANDICAPPED CHILD'S ALLOWANCE 


Handicapped child’s allowance was commenced from | January 1975 and 
is payable to the parent or guardian of a child under 16 years who is severely 
physically or mentally handicapped and requires constant care and attention in 
the family home. 


Handicapped child’s allowance is payable at the rate of $15 a week for 
each eligible child and is not subject to an income test. 


At 30 June 1979 there were 23,748 handicapped child’s allowances. The 
amount paid during the year 1978-79 was $16,531,000. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND SICKNESS BENEFITS 


Unemployment benefits are payable to men aged 16-64, and women aged 
16-59 who are unemployed but capable and willing to undertake suitable work 
and registered for work. Sickness benefits are payable to men aged 16-64 and 
women aged 16-59 who are temporarily incapacitated for work and suffering 
loss of earnings. The benefits are paid at the same rate as aged pension, 
unmarried persons under 18 years receiving $36.00. The benefits are subject to 
income test.
